In the face of the most 
critical financial situation in the history of the country, Washington presents the 
amazing spectacle of more special groups seeking to get their fingers in the na- 
tional treasury than ever before . . 

"Someone will give the signal. It may be a mechanic^ coming out of the engine 
room, wiping his hands upon oily waste, in despair at the insecurity of his home; 
it niay be a veteran teacher - like Peter the Hermit preaching a crusade - 
shocked to find the holy sepulchre of our National Liberty in the hands of vandals .^ 
It may be the clean youth and imagination of a:''Charles Lindbergh calling upon 
men of good will to join him in a party of law and order. It may be the sagacity 
and experience of a Henry Ford, summoning men to match the organization of 
the underworld with a still more potent organization. In every part of the coun- 
try men are waiting for the call, and when it is heard, there will be a roar of 
assent from a million troats. . . The elements are assembled for the formation 
of this kind of Fascism in the United States composed of householders, heads of 
families and taxpayers. THE STAGE IS SET." 

We submit that our corrupt bureaucrats, Internationar "Financiers, and Jew- 
ish market operators and currency manipulators are faced with an inso- 
luble dilemma. The war in Vietnam might be won by pounding Hanoi 
and Haiphong into rubble but this would cause total economic collapse 
in the USA and the rise of a totalitarian regime, of either the extreme right or 
left, whose avowed purpose would be the annihilation of the present corrupt so- 
ciety. Conversely an invasion of North Vietnam might bring American forces 
into armed'cbnflict with 750 million Chinese and such a confrontation, combined 
with racial strife in every major U. S. city, could bring about the ultimate ca- 
tastrophe of a lost war. It behooves our stock exchange pirates and Jewish black 
market operators to keep a localized "brushfire" conflict raging endlessly 
while they rake in the shekels and nourish the dark Asian soil with the blood of 
Gentile boys. In our "NRP BULLETINS'^ of January, 1965 and March, 1965 we 
have presented an elaborate picture of the immense tunnel system of defense 
erected by the Chinese Army along thousands of miles of the northern, and par- 
ticularly the western borderlines, of the Chinese Empire. Most of these tunnel 
complexes are constructed inside high mountain slopes. The efficacy of this

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The actual "result" of this mammoth operation was that despite bombing by our 
huge B-52 Strato- Bombers, machine-gunning by fleets of helicopters, the bustle 
and bang of squads of bull dozers, a plentitude of explosives, stores of chemicals 
and our experience in dealing with other earthworks -- ALMOST THE ENTIRE 
TUNNEL SYSTEM IS STILL INTACT, THE MAIN RED FORCE ESCAPED, AND 
WE SUFFERED NEARLY2500 CASUALTIES. The whole area has now been re- 
occupied by our Red enemies 1 This failure took place, not because the tunnels 
are too far below ground, but because the entire tunnel complex runs in a zigzag 
rather than a straight line. Vents to the surface cause poisonous gases to dis- 
sipate and one finds it impossible to shoot around corners hence the Asian sol- 
dier can meet us on a man to man basis where our superior technology counts 
for little. Furthermore the "IRON TRIANGLE" is situated in flat, not moun- 
tainous country. 

Now compare this fiasco with the possibilities of any frontal assault against the 
immense Chinese tunnel system anywhere along the mountainous 5000 mile bor- 
der separating China from the Soviet Union and it is quite easy to perceive why 
the doctrinaires in the Kremlin are terrified when America's armchair strate- 
gists send telegrams to Moscow demanding immediate action of the Russian, le- . 
gions against the malefactor Mao! The advocates of an escalation of war in Asia 
have likewise learned nothing from the 4 to 6 hour power failure which blacked 
out the entire Eastern Seaboard of the United States with the result that the mighty 
electronic' computers of Wall Street were 4 DAYS BEHIND in their bookkeeping 
tasks and, during this period, caused havoc throughout the entire Western busi- 
ness world! One sixigleH- Bomb on Wall Street or another prolonged failure in 
our central power system and the entire economy of the "Free World" would 
be blown to Kingdom Come ! Only an idiot could fail to comprehend the fatal po- 
litical consequences of such a catastrophe. Unfortunately our armchair stra- 
tegists still fail to realize that any thermonuclear attack on the Chinese main- 
land would inevitably unleash A GLOBAL NUCLEAR WAR in which the highly 
concentrated industrial potential of the United States would be infinitely more 
vulnerable than the dispersed productive capacity of the Chinese people. Any 
such attack would insure that such neighboring lands as Siberia, Turkestan 
Kashmir, India, Burma, and Thailand would immediately be inundated byhor- 
des of Chinese foot soldiers, who have proven themselves masters of guerilla 
warfare. 

Chinese morale is tough because of the healthy barbarian nature of the soldier 
material and not because of good leadership, organization, or indoctrination.

VIETNAM, A NEW OPIATE FOR THE AMERICAN MASSES

Five long years have elapsed since the United States became embroiled in Viet- 
nam in the name of a great and noble cause: The containment of the rising tide 
of Communism in Asia and the defense of the ''free world'' from ''tyranny''. 
For 5 years Americans have been conditioned to believe that the men who hold 
power in our government are themselves staunch anti- communists, dedicated to 
saving the world for "Liberty and Justice". For the same 5 years the govern- 
ment of the United States - the greatest military power in the world - kept 
itself bogged down in a war of attrition, sacrif icing men and material, all the 
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time making sure NOT to win, but only to induce the enemy to come to the ne- 
gotiating table. In typical liberal fashion, the Washington regime still attempl:s 
through endless official pronouncements, through the offices of the U. N. and 
other political and religious organizations to convince "world public opinion " 
that all we want is to negotiate and provide peace, prosperity and of course, that 
greatest of all blessings: Democracy for all the Vietnamese people 

A dynamic State bent on expanding its sphere of influence by force of arms is 
justly feared and respected by its neighbors, but a government which seK-avow- 
edly wages war to promote peace, and pretends to liberate by enforcing its own 
corrupt system on the "liberated" either becomes the laughing stock of huma- 
nity or an object of hatred and contempt as witness the receptions given to Ame- 
rican officialdom in Latin America, Europe, and Asia. 

Now if it was worthwhile to sacrifice American lives to stop the advance of Com- 
munism in Vietnam, why was it not considered even more imperative to do so 
when the freedom of kindred peoples was threatened and ultimately relinquished 
to Bolshevism in Himgary, Poland, Germany and Cuba? The answer to this is 
not obvious and requires delving deeply into the personalities and hidden motives 
of our so-called "national leadership". Among parliamentarians in general th- 
ere appears on the surface to be an infinite variety of opinions, individualism 
of air varieties and even opposing political convictions. But this apparent plu- 
rality of opinion, which is the backbone and pride of all parliamentary systems 
is m reality merely a personal and subjective interpretation of basic equalita- 
rian- liberal dogmas (as witness the similarity in thoi^ht between Democrats 
and Republicans in America). The question is never asked whether democracy 
is good; within the framework of the modern conception of freedom this subject 
has been settled long ago, and only the methods to arrive at perfect democracy 
are open to discussion. Thus Democrats, Republicans, Socialists, Liberals 
and even Communists today, are all part of the "respectable" political circle 
because they believe or pretend to believe in "Democracy". Outside of this en- 
lightened circle (to the Right only, of course) dwells the "lunatic fringe", all 
the "anti- social" elements: the Fascists, the Nazis, all the incarnate enemies 
of democracy and mankind ! Basically, then, all the "in" political parties are 
, fundamentally united in their dogmatic faith in the social religion which they 
call Democracy. 

But this mirage of democratic idealism, which the liberal in his boundless na- 
ivete takes for reality, serves its hidden purpose well even now, just as it has 
done throughout recorded history: the ultimate conquest and subjugation of 
Aryan man, or even all mankind by the Jew. For since time immemorial it 
was always the Jew, Jewish thought and Jewish "culture" which lurked in the 
dark corners of the human mind ready to pounce on its unsuspecting victim, al- 
ways disguised in the form of economic and spiritual salvation for the poor, the 
deprived, and the oppressed! It was the Jew. who firstpreached rebellion agai- 
nst existing authority in the name of "freedom", it was Jewish thought laid 
bare when the Biblical "angel of Death" slew the first-born sons of the Egypt- 
ians in the name of justice, it was the destructive impact of a Judaized religion 
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which robbed our Indo-European people of our Aryan gods and made us embrace 
in their place Jewish phallic idols, barely disguised today under various forms 
of modern dialectics, and finally it was Hebrew ideology which, on the strengh 
of its religious conquest of the Western mind penetrated into the very web of 
our Aryan culture, tainting its ancient purity with Oriental sensuality and ma- 
terialism, shattering its natural idyllic harmony and hastening its disintegration. 

At best, then, democracy is man's arrogant intellectual revolt against Nature's 
selectivity and the imposition of a restrictive and guided selectivity favoring a 
specific racio- cultural stock. Practically, of course, it would amount to the 
conversion of this planet into one huge market-place where the morality of the 
shopkeeper on the one hand and the heartless tyranny of a dehumanized, Jewish- 
controlled state bureaucracy on the other, would replace forever the organic 
natural hierarchical order. Today, nobody, and least of all the Jew, will deny 
the Jewish origins of democracy, and since it is essentially the product of Jewish 
thinking and Jewish ''culture'', it is only natural that the Jewish people should 
be best adapted to it and excel all others in thriviag under it. Can we not then 
say that democracy is that social system under which cultural selectivity is 
made to favor the Jew, since it is he who is best fitted to survive, prosper, and 
flourish under its dominion? Nevertheless virtually all Western leadership 
lies in the hands of dedicated protagonists of liberal- democracy who, either are 
themselves Jews, or act in the interest of Jews. 

As the mask of deception gradually fades away, we must come to realize that 
the men who guide the destinies of America and the other Western Democracies 
ARE NOT and CANNOT BE serving the real interests of our people, our race 
or our nation. As long as they promote a democratic form of government they 
are performing in the interests of World Jewry and the enslavement of all huma- 
nity to their financial and "cultural" hegemony. Perhaps the majority of these 
men act in good faith, beguiled by the attractive slogans exhorting the noblest 
qualities of man, but the practical result is the same, and in the end that is the 
only thing that matters. 

' Seen in this light, the war in Vietnam is not a war against Marxism at all, on 
the contrary, it appears as a campaign waged by mankind's worst enemy ( the 
Jew) to implant by force of arms on a still healthy people the seeds of "demo- 
cracy" and to reap in the end the harvest of Jewish imperialism ! Let us rem- 
ember that the men who now feel the vital need to shed American blood in the 
defense of "Liberty" are the same gentlemen or the spiritual heirs of those 
who betrayed China, Hungary, and Cuba to the Red barbarians. These are the 
same men who have introduced in the United States every Marxist- inspired pie- 
ce of legislation, from outlawing prayer in our schools and removing security 
officers in key positions, to subordinating this country's sacred independence 
to the alien controlled organism of the United Nations! These politicians are 
the ones who above all else have betrayed our most precious heritage: The gu- 
arantee for the biological integrity of our Race, starting an irreversible process 
of racial disintegration which can only lead to the ultimate doom of our culture 
and way of life I 
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These politicians, and the International Financiers who keep them in power, now 
want the sacrifice of your children's lives so that they may consolidate their 
tyrannical rule both in America and throughout the world. The Vietnam hoax 
has worked very well for its initiators, mobilizing that dwindling segment of the 
population which still is capable of patriotism and love of country, enticing it to 
contribute not only all its energy and resources but also its blood, for a cause 
which, if victorious, will only strengthen its enemies and bring the American 
right wing patriots one step nearer to ultimate extinction.

Despite vicious attacks, both physical assaults by the Reds who claina we are 
agents of a decaying Capitalism and prop&.ganda barrages from the Conservatives 
who claim that our direct action methods and anti- Jewish program mark us as 
provocateurs for the Communist conspiracy, THE NRP IS FORGING AHEAD 
AND WINNING MEMBERS FROM THE SUPER- CONSERVATIVES RANKS. Our 
youngsters see nothing dynamic or useful to the future of the White Race and the 
American nation in fighting to save the property rights, bank accounts, and fin- 
ancial investments of a few millionaires or Jew speculators. The NRP is not a 
Conservative movement since Conservatives base a man's worth solely upon his 
bank account and negotiable assets while denying racial and cultural values.

July 1967: NRP wins 2 1/2 year legal struggle to organize in Oi^atig'^^^^ 



For nearly 2 1/2 years the Boardof Supervisors of Orange CouMy ha.^^ugAf'^M^SlRP 
through all the courts of New York State to prevent our movemmii 
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Orange County Court House in Newburgh for organizational rallies although thj.s pub- 
lic facility has been used by Democrats, Republicans, Conservatives and Liberals 
without restraint. Finally our case reached the New York State Supreme Court where 
the NRP won the decision with 6 Justices supporting and one Justice opposing the rec- 
ognition of the National Renaissance Party as a legitimate political party with equal 
access to all facilities used anywhere by Democrats, Republicans, Liberals or Con- 
servatives ! We have every right to campaign for ballot status, hold meetings in pub- 
lic schools, court houses or any other public facility used by other political parties. 
This legal victory was made possible by the aid of the American Civil Liberties Union 
and makes the NRP the first totalitarian Right- Wing Movement to gain the status of a 
legitimate political party in New York State (if not in America as a whole)-

Upon arriving in the city of Newburgh on July 29th party officers, James H. Madole, 
Henry von Sienno-Potworoski, Robert Burros, and James Wagner, escorted by a con- 
tingent of the NRP's uniformed corps, marched directly through Newburgh' s Black 
Ghetto to the County Court House. Policemen in cars and on motorcycles escorted the 
procession but most White people, terrorized by gory stories in the local press con- 
cerning the nature of the NRP and possible Negro violence hid behind locked doors or 
peeped from windows as NRP men marched in a body down Broadway to City Hall for 
a conference with city officials prior to the rally. 

Within the court house was a large group of Black troublemakers led by four "BLACK 
POWER" advocates, a large mob of press, radio, and TV people, and a rather poor 
delegation of local Whites. The rally opened with martial music and the playing of 
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*'The,Star Spangled Banner'', during which the apostles of ''BLACK POWER" refused 
to rise to their feet. Despite constant harassment from the ape-like horde of Black 
illiterates iq the audience, Mssrs. Burros and Madole hammered away on the evils 
of urban renewal, local political corruption and the absolute necessity for racial sep- 
aration. Outside several hundred Negro savages sought to rush the Orange County 
Court House but were turned back by 70 policemen armed with 12-gauge shotguns. 
Frustrated in their design to physically breakup our rally and kill the speakers the 
blacks started to loot and burn downtown Newburgh in vengeance; As our cars were 
returning to New York City we heard that police and state troopers were seeking to 
quell the savages by cordoning off the business section. Local papers on the following 
day reported 31 business firms wrecked or looted and 41 Negroes arrested. We admit 
in gratitude that local newspapers and organizations did not seek to blame the NRP but 
honestly referred to the culprits as lawless Negro elements of the population. By 
the courage of party members the NRP gained nation-wide TV and Radio coverage but 
every man risked his life to obtain it and to bring the bright light of truth into the dark- 
ened political life of Orange County, This marks ^onlyJhe beginning. of the.NRP's^cam-. 
paign to win the minds and hearts of the White working class throughout America. Let 
the flames of Detroit and Newark serve to open the eyes of the White Masses to the 
need for a Counter-Revolution in American political thought and action I The NRP stands 
ready to assume its role of leadership in the forthcoming struggle for White survival! 
Newburgh, and the long battle in the courts to achieve our goals, prove that our men 
have both the patience, the courage, and the will to attain victory.

The Whiteman is a Warrior. Peace is for racial sub- humans and treacherous inter- 
national parasites who can only establish their rule when the Whiteman' s Will has 
been weakened. War purifies our Race and raises our people to their highest peak 
of glory. Only in peace does our Race become sluggish and decadent. Who can de- 
ny that our magnificent culture was built on our Blood? Who could deny that our air- 
plane and missile industries, our complex communications system, and every other 
feature of our advanced technology would never have come into being had there been 
no enemies to vanquish? Only traitors and cowards inflict the alien doctrine of pac- 
ifism upon us to destroy the sole obstacle to their domination of the world -- the A- 
ryan Race ! Our nation can only be subjugated when the Whiteman has lost the Will 
to War, when his ideals and heroism have become pawns for sale to international plu- 
tocracy (as in the Vietnam Hoax). As long as the Spirit of Sacrifice lives in the Aryan, 
so, too, will the Fatherland.

The Rule of His- 
tory is CONQUER OR PERISH. When our Race abandons its Will to Fight, than shall 
our magnificent Civilization be submerged in a sea of destruction, and the Light of 
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our glorious Aryan Culture be forever extinguished. The Whiteman, the World Mas- 
ter- Builder who has brought BEAUTY, HEALTH, and STRENGTH to a diseased and 
degenerate earth populated by the dark dregs of so-called "humanity", must never be- 
tray his Blood, the final product of thousands of years of purification through War. 
For the Whiteman to conquer, he must first unify HIMSELF, vanquish his fears, bring 
together his conflicting wills and objectives, so that he can rise triumphantly with a 
Single Will, a Single Force, A Single Ideal, and a Single Purpose for which his entire 
life is given meaning -- the total victory of his Folk and his Fatherland throughout 
the world.

Let us now set the world ablaze with our flaming torches ! International plutocracy 
crashes to the ground, mortally wounded, as our victorious Aryan Army marches on 
with the Blood- red Thunderbolt banner flying before us, leading us to our Destiny, 
Forward ! We, the valiant Fighters in this holy struggle, we the architects of the com- 
ing Racial Nationalist World Order, We who die with Sword in Hand, we are Odin's 
Race of Heroes born to be Masters of the World. Conquest, Triumph, Glory -- for 
our Folk and Fatherland. Faithful unto Death ! The Eternal Will rises in Total Vic- 
tory ! Valhalla is Won ! 
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THE FOUNDATIONS OF THE RACIAL NATIONALIST STATE . 

Henry von Sienno-Potworoski 

The ideology of Racial Nationalism must be understood as a strong, conscious and 
near total antithesis to the ideals of liberalism. Its impulse is generated from the 
conviction that the willingness of our political leadership to sacrifice the collective 
welfare of the White race and the American nation for the rampant individualism of 
laissez-faire Capitalism, which has been characteristic of the era of Liberalism, is 
leading to a decline of civilization and society, much as similar attitudes brought 
about the downfall of the Roman Empire. Racial Nationalism not only passively op- 
poses this tendency to sacrifice the welfare of the race for the well-being of the indi- 
vidual, but is actively antagonistic toward it. 

Our "Nationalism" is not based on the devotion of our people to mere artificially con- 
structed geographical boundaries of national states, created by the arbitrary political 
acts of past history, but by use of the term "Racial", represents a total awareness 
of man*s ethnical place in life, and the recognition of his national birthright solely 
from racial Qualifications. Thus the offspring of the descendants of former African 
slaves, immigrants from non- White areas of the globe, or any form of non-assimila- 
ble racial element could never attain the right to citizenship in the NRP's proposed 
racial Nationalist State ! Only people from White ethnic strains (Nordic, Anglo-Saxon, 
Latin, Celtic, and Slavic) could realize the achievement of citizenship whereas non- 
Whites could exist in America only as subjects or wards of the State! In its active 
effect, our ideal of Racial Nationalism is the inspiration by which any individual is to 
render personal service to the nation, as a natural racial community and through this 
closed type of community to the still wider community of mankind. 

Racial Nationalism is "organic", that is, its philosophical concepts permeate and have 
a direct effect upon every phase of national life and the totality of social structures 
comprised within the racial community as circumscribed by common ties of blood, 
tradition and culture, and implies their natural and harmonious inter- relationships . 
Racial Nationalism, however, can only be built on a truly idealized interpretation of 
socialism, although "nationalism" always determines and shapes this type of "social- 
ism". Thus, the needs and welfare of the nation as a unit is the standard indicating 
where necessary restrictions must be placed on individual and group interests. The 
doctors, lawyers, funeral directors, and unscrupulous politicians who grow rich and 
fatten on the anguish of the poor would cease to exist in a Racial Nationalist society 
wherein the NRP axiom of "The welfare of the race and nation must always take 
precedence over the welfare of the individual or the group" would be the guideline for 
all political actions I While nationalism is a foundation stone of the Racial Nationalist 
State, a strongly pervading sense of social justice will guard the welfare of the White 
working class from unscrupulous exploiters and speculators. It is the task of the State 
to acknowledge the personal honor and protect the racial strength of all our Racial 
Comrades. 

The ideology of Racial Nationalism proceeds from the premise that great differences 
exist between the various races. Each race finds its natural tendencies and ideals best 
exemplified by members of their own species. What originates within one kind of 
people or race is to be shared by their own species. Hence the primitive tribal 
background of the African Negro or the North American Plains Indian has prevented 
these racial groups from successfully coping with the scientific and technological com- 
plexities of life in a society dominated by the White race I Every individual best visu- 
alizes his ideals through a racial exterior or mentality of which he is a part. The ra- 
cial nationalists believe that the Caucasian race is not decaying but it is rapidly be- 
coming morally sick from the alien, spiritually disintegrating toxins which are bemg 
daily injected into its bloodstream. We need only to stop the progress of contamination, 
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to wipe off the grime and rust which covers our souls, and the ancestral virtues of 
our race will shine unhindered once more. 

However, national salvation rests neither in a return to the super- individualism ad- 
vanced by contemporary conservatives, nor in the liberal equalitarian Welfare State, 
but rather in the spirited collective enterprise and personal leadership coupled with 
personal responsibility which grows out of the self-willed subordination of the indiv- 
dual to the higher unity of race and culture. The spiritual bonds which thus unite the 
individuals within a community having a common biological heritage engender common 
concepts of Beauty, ethics, & social order. This metaphysical entity whose essence flows 
in the bloodstream of the race is the only true reality of life, it forms the mystical 
bridge linking man with nature and the Cosmos. Contemporary society as such must 
then be rejected, as it rests on the shifting sands of pragmatic materialism, a view 
of life totally alien to Aryan man, stifling his true creativity and preventing the un- 
folding of his soul. Within such a society traditional politics exemplifies the worst 
aspects of the world, hence parties must be rejected as artificial and representative 
government swept aside in favor of the new elite issued from the superior strains of 
our race. ....... 

In shaping the destiny of peoples, the biological evolution of races has shifted the po- 
litical power centre of gravity away from Europe to the North American continent. 
The creation of an American State as a custodian and bearer of Aryan man's heritage 
becomes an historical necessity and to fail in this would be to transgress in the highest 
degree against all future, as yet unborn, generations of our racial kinsmen. We, 
nationalists, believe that only such an American State as has become a truly organic 
extention of the Indo-European community, both in its biological content as in its 
spiritual integrity, can be held guarantor of those primordial and eternal values found 
still extant in the remaining superior strains of our race. We further believe that 
science, technology and economics in the service of the White race become the most 
potent instruments of boundless culturalprogress and creativity; but the same in the 
hands of an alien, parasitic or inferior race may become lethal weapons leading tathe 
enslavement of our racial kinsmen by a ruthless conspiracy of international financiers 
and Judeo- Christian apostles of "world government". This final "TWILIGHT OF THE 
GODS" would terminate in the ultimate dissolution of the White race within the teeming 
hordes of Afro- Asian savages who are now pressing back the rim of Western Culture 
in all parts of the globe. 

The foundations of the New Order, towards the implementation and fulfillment of which 
.we_hav.e* dedicated our^liyfi^, must xest. on, totally new priijciples^ -^^ . ^ ^. ,. ^ 
According to National Renaissance Party doctrine: 

1) The state should be the basis and centre of all the concrete elements in the life of 
a people: Of Arts, Law, Morals, Religion, and the Sciences. The substancethat 
exists in that concrete reality which is the state, is the spirit of the people itself, 

A nation is moral, virtuous, vigorous, as long as it is engaged in realizing its grand 
objectives. The Spirit or National Genius must finally prove itself in World domination. 
According to Hegel: 

"The self- consciousness of a particular Nation. . . is the objective actuality in which 
the Spirit of the Time invests its Will. Against this absolute Will the other particular 
National Minds have no rights: That Nation dominates the World. " 

2) The state as the naturalenemyof all other states must assert its existance in War. 
Just as an individual is not a real person unless related to other persons, so the State 
does not possess a real identity unless related to other States. The famous German 
philosopher and historian, Treitschke, stated: 

"War is not only a practical necessity, it is also a theoretical necessity, an exigency 
of logic. The concept of a State implies the concept of war,for the essence of the State 
is Power. " 
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3) The state is exempt from any kind of moral obligation; History, that is historical 
success, is the sole judge; Collective utility is the sole principle of personal conduct; 
Propaganda and even distortion of the "TRUTH" are permissible. 

The state is the Law, the moral law as well as the Juridical Law. Thus it cannot be 
subjected to any other standard, and especially not the yardstick of civil morality. 
The only possible standard of judgement upon the State is the world historical success 
of its actions. And this success, the power and expansion of the State, must overrule 
all other considerations in the private lives of the citizens; Right is what serves the 
might of the State. The State, Hegel writes: 

". . . is the realization of the ethical Idea. It is the ethical Spirit as revealed, self- 
conscious, substantial Will. A manly, a bold tone prevails in history. He who has 
the grip has the booty. He who makes a faulty move is done for. 
We may fairly establish the true principles of morality, or rather of social virtue, in 
opposition to false morality; for the history of the World occupies a higher ground than 
that morality which is personal in character -- the conscience of individuals, their 
particular will and mode of action. . .What the absolute aim of the Spirit requires and 
accomplishes, what Providence does, transcends the imputations of good and bad mo- 
tives, • . The deeds of great men, of the Personalities of World History must not be 
brought into collision with irrelevant moral claims. The litany of private virtues, of 
modesty, humility, philanthropy, and forbearance, must not be raised against them." 
We may add here the immortal words of the Greek philosopher, Heraclitus: 
"War proves some to be gods and others to be mere men, by turning the latter into 
slaves and the former into masters. . . War is Just. " 

Is it permissible to deceive the People? The answer is that the People will not permit 
themselves to be deceived concerning their substantial basis. "No error is possible 
where the racial soul dictates. . . " (F. Hauser, German philosopher) 
The People, however, deceives itseK about the way it knows this. Public opinion de- 
serves, therefore, to be esteemed as much as despised. . ., thus to be independent of 
public opinion is the first condition of achieving anything great. 

4) The ethical Idea of War (Total and Collectivist), particularly of young nations, 
against older ones. War, Fate and Fame are the most desirable goods. 

In civilized nations true bravery consists in the readiness to give oneself wholly to 
the service of the State so that the individual counts but as one among many. 

War means the highest intensification of all the spiritual energies of an age, it means 
the utmost effort of a People's spiritual power, it is the Spirit and action linked to- 
gether. Indeed, war provides the basis on which the human soul may manifest itseK 
at its fullest height, for nowhere else can the Will of the Race rise into being thus in- 
tegrally as in War. And thus in all virile peoples Race becomes the Principle of Value. 
Far be it for us, Nationalists, to think that humanity should condemn war: nay, it is 
war that condemns humanity. Aryan man's inner life became debased when an alien 
motive was impressed upon his mind, such as salvation, humanitarianism and the 
culture of humanity. The Racial Nationalist attitude is different: it sees in war good 
rather than an evil, even if it be a dangerous good, like an exceedingly heady wine that 
is best reserved for rare occasions of high festivity. War is not a common and abundant 
evil but a precious though rare good. We naturally refer only to wars fought to attain 
living space or vitally essential resources for the preservation of our species and not 
to "Wars for personal profit" such as the current debacle in Vietnam. Certainly no 
sane person believes that White Americans wish to colonize this jungle hell or that we 
have vital need of Vietnamese rice crops in the United States I This type of conflict is 
waged merely to keep war production booming, prevent mass unemployment through 
limited "brushfire wars", and to keep young Americans out of political mishief by

AN URGENT REQUEST FROM JAMES H. MADOLE TO ALL MEMBERS AND 
SUPPORTERS OF THE NRP: 

Dear Racial Comrades: 

The National Renaissance Party won its greatest legal victory in July, 1967 - at which 
time, by a vote of six to one, the New York State Supreme Court recognized the NRP as 
a legitimate political party with both the right to pursue ballot status and the right to u- 
tilize public buildings for mass rallies. Hundreds of our members in the New York- New 
Jersey area will recall the many times we have rented private halls and studios only to 
have the owners cancel our meeting and refund our-rental at the last minute. Many tiines 
our people travelled a long distance to excercise their right to "freedom of assembly" 
only to find the doors of the prospective meeting place slammed in their faces because 
fearful owners had been intimidated by threats of picket lines, personal violence directed 
against themselves or their property, or loss of business through boycott directed against 
restaurants or bars whose owners had dared to grant the NRP the right to meet on their < 
premises. j 

We held our first major indoor rally in the last 4 years at PS 169, in the heart of York- 
ville, on December 8, 1967. Some 100 faithful racial comrades attended this initial raUy 
together with a mere 4 Jewish hecklers wearing Mashe Dayan eye patches. These idiots 
were promptly silenced and the meeting proceeded without any further disturbance with 
speeches by James Wagner, Cammander of the uniformed Security Echelon (SE), Richard 
Bayer, a dynamic new NRP speaker, and myself, James H. Madole, as National Director 
of the NRP. An extremely stimulatmg question and answer period followed the meeting. 

It is my intention to organize the American public into a potent force representing the in- 
terests of the White race in the United States. This could not be accomplished while our 
right to hold organizational rallies was prohibited through fear of private hall owners to 
rent us their facilities. Now that our right to peaceably assemble has been enforced by 
the courts, I intend to hold at least one mass rally each month. I further intend to distrib- 
ute, both through the mail and on the public streets, at least 5000 announcements of each 
rally ! These flyers will also be recruiting leaflets so that recipients may fill out coupons 
to either join the party or its militant fighting arm, the Security Echelon ! 

The proverbial "fly in the ointment" lies in the fact that users of public buildings may 
neither collect funds nor sell literature on the premises during the course of meetings. 
Each meeting cOsts us, including the fee payable to the New York Board "of Education, 
cost of flyers and postage for mailing invitations, at least $ 75 with no remuneration in 
the form of collections or book sales 1 

Unless we take advantage of this legal victory the White people of America can never be 
organized effectively. If we cannot speak to the public and present our viewpoint of Racial 
Nationalism for their careful appraisal and debate how can we expect to build an effective 

rl'*J!;^^"'^^^o^°''^'^^"* ^^^ ""^^ effectively compete with the entrenched Jewish Liberal 
Establishment? 
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We know that Communists, Negroes, and Jews rush to support their organii;atix)ns when- 
ever appeals for specific goals and purposes are mailed out. Will those who protess con- 
cern for the future of their White race do the same ? 

I can only plead with people in New York and New Jersey to attend our rallies and I urge 
every recipient of this letter who desires these meetings to bring masses of disenfranchised 
Whites into the organizational framework of the NRP to obey that patriotic impulse and send 
ithe largest contribution you can afford to promote the continuation of these rallies. The 
clipping below, taken from the June, 1967 issue of "CHALLENGE", organ of the pro- 
Maoist Progressive Labor Party, will show you the effectiveness of the young White fight- 
ers in my Security Echelon far better than any words of mine. Your contributions help 
build this white militia through mass rallies at which recruits are obtained.

The next speaker was DICK BAYER. He spoke mainly 
about the fact that the Jews do not want the vjar" in Vietnam 
to end because they x-zould lose billions of dollars a year in 
contracts with the government. He said that there are 'also 
certain officials in the U.S. government t^ho do not want the 
war to end for the same reasons .- 

He said that the Jev7s have alv/ays tried to take 
over the economies of the world, and that they are still

doing it. As an example of this, lie gave the Rothchild 
banking interests. 

The next speaker vras CURTIS BRUEN. He said that 
"there is no such thing as a Jevu" He said that the Jev7S 
come from different parts of the Middle East such as 
Tui-key. He said that they are nomads. They settle 
wherever they want to. They stole land from the Arabs 
and called it Israel. He said that they are a bunch 
of hook-nosed, kinky-haired, ugly creatures. 

He then said that NEUSSLEIN and SCHWEITZER had no 
right to be sitting in the audience heckling the speakers- 
because they themselves v/ere , throvm out of the NRP. 

The next, and last speaker was MADOLEc He said that 
the colored^ man fights for himself just as the white man 
fights for himiself He said he respects the North Vietnamese 
because they are fighting for own land.

Near the end of MADOLE's speech, GEORGE LTNCKE^s 
mother got to her feet, and began denouncing MADOLE as one i^^ho 
was against the Am.erican Indian. * She said that 14AD0LE did not 
giye a damn about America. V/hile she was shouting, MADOLS 
sm.iled and said, "I don't hear anything. Some people have

Dear Friend: 

THE WHITE PARTY will meet this Sunday, April 21, 3:00 PM, in what will be one 
the most inspiring meetings we will ever hold. About two dozen leaders of the White Rac 
from around the nation will be present. They will be in Washington for the ASSEMBLY C 
RACIST MOVEMENTS, and I have invited all of them to stay over for our own WHITE 
PARTY meeting, so that you will have a chance to get acquainted with them personally. 

There have also been other important developments. 

As a result of the Joe Pyne Show, and because of a growing demand fora positive 
White reaction to the King assassination and its savage aftermath, there has been an 
increased interest in THE WHITE PARTY across the nation. By the time you read this, 
I will have met with groups in Dallas, Texas, and Lexington, Kentucky, to work out de- 
tails of a unified WHITE FRONT from coast- to- coast. My travel expenses have been 
paid by the out-of-town' groups, which shows how concerned they arel And how sincere. 

There is mass nausea from one end of the country to the other as a result of the 
over-done funeral arrangements and tear-jerking oratory following the King assassina- 
tion -- especially because of LBJ ordering the American flag FLOWN AT HALF-MAST 
; FOR A KNOWN COMMUNIST STOOGEl I wish you could have heard some of the remark 
I ran into on my recent travels, just after the shooting -- and from everyday working 
people, not from activists such as ourselves who already hold strong viewpoints. In facl 
YOU WILL HEAR THESE OBSERVATIONS. I will report them to you on Sunday. 

In the meantime, I hope you will be able to help with two problems:

"The Richmond News Leader," issije dated April 4, I963, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, sti?.ted that this organiza- 
tion is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits 
the use of "Nazi" or National Socialism" in a Virginia-chartered 
organizationo As of January 1, 19^7^ the official name of this 
organization was changed to "National Socialist White People's

» ■ This organisation was officially launched on A.oril 11, 
19d4. The National Headquarters was transferred from 1216 New 
York Avenue, Northwest, Washington, Do C, to IOI9 King Street, 
Alexandria, Virginia, on April 1, 1965, 

It was initially the aim of the WPA to sponsor 
picketings and demonstrations where it was believed such would 
be of value and to publicize its program through pamphlets and 
similar media. 

Allen stated that the V/PA is a racist-tvpe organization 
with approximately 50 members, ^0 of whom are from the 
Washington, D. C, metropolitan area. AOTroximately 150 persons 
or organizations subscribe to the offical paper of the WPA. 
"The White World." ' 

Allen stated that the purpose of the organization is 
political in nature and definitely nonsubversive but adheres 
completely to the Constitution of the United States.

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(B) V/HITE MILITANT GROUPS - RACIAL MATTERS ^ 
(ORGANIZATION) — In view of increasing militancy in the racial 
field, neighborhood groups whose members are of the white race, 
have been springing up throughout the United States. Some of these 
groups appear to be militant in nature and some urge the white man to 
arm himself as a means of protection against racial violence. Some of 
these groups are known to sponsor demonstrations against integration 
and against the bussing of Negro students to white schools. Others 
appear to advocate more violent methods of opposition to integration. 
The appearance of these groups is noted mostly in the white ghetto 
areas of the large cities which border on minority group living areas. 

In order to fulfill our responsibilities in the racial 
intelligence field we must be cognizant of the groups and their aims 
and purposes. Upon receipt of information as to the formation or 
existence of such a group, a preliminary investigation should be 
immediately initiated to determine the aims and purposes of the organ- 
ization, its leaders, approximate membership, as well as any pertinent 
background data which will assist in determining the militancy of the 
group. 

From information presently available, it appears that 
many of these organizations have been founded on principles of fear 
rather than hate and as such, they cannot be classified as hate groups. 
Your investigations should, therefore, be discreet and most circumspect. 
You should limit your inquiries to a review of Bureau files, contacts with 
Bureau informants, and established sources, and the use of public 
source information. 

Upon completion of your investigations, a communication 
in form suitable for dissemination should be forwarded to the Bureau 
together with a recommendation as to whether additional investigation 
is warranted under Section 122A of the Manual of Instructions as it 
pertains to the investigation of Klan and white hate groups. 

In addition to the above, I wish to point out to you the 
possibility of reactions by the Klan, white hate groups, and residents 
of white ghetto areas to the recent wave of racial disorders resulting 
from the assassination of Martin Luther King, Jr. You should remain 
alert to this possibility. Informant coverage of the Klan, white hate 
groups, and white ghetto areas must be intensified so that plans of 
retaliation or overt action are known to the Bureau prior to their taking _ 
place.

On April 26, 1968, SAS of the FBI observed a 
rally held at the south end of City Hall Park, Manhattan, 
Nev7 York City* The rally began at 5*10 PM and ended at 
6:30 PM<, Approximately one hundred fifty individuals 
participated, mostly youths o The speakers all opposed the 
vrar in Vietnam and racism* The chairman of the rally ^^^as 
introduced as Carolyn Black, identified as Field Secretary 
of DCAo She spoke in opposition to racism in the United 
States* The principal speaker was Blyden Jackson, viho was 
identified as representing the NBAWADTJo He spoke concerning 
the "Liberation" of black people o He stated that at Columbia 
University in New York City, five school buildings had been 
occupied and that he anticipated by April 2?, 19o8, five 
additional buildings would be occupied. He called for those 
present to go to Columbia after the rally and to go to Golujnbia 
after the Central Park rally to be held April 27, 1968o He

International Student Strike 

April 26, 1968 * 

On April 26, 1968, the "New York Post", a 
daily newspaper in Nev; York City, reported on page 3, 
that students and teachers in colleges and high schools 
in the metropolitan Net-? York area were expected to be 
among the representation of educational institutions in 
the nation protesting the Vietnam war. The Student Mobil- 
ization Committee to End the War in Vietnam (SMC) had 
termed it the first international student political strike. 

The following activities took place in the New 
York City area in connection with the above student strike: 

An SA of the FBI observed a demonstration of 
thirty-five individuals from Pace College, t|.1 Park Row, 
New York City, in the form of a picket line at City Hall 
Park, which is directly across the street from Pace College. 
The demonstration occurred from 10:05 AM to 12:1.0 PM, It 
was announced along the picket line that a "t6>aGh-in" on 
Vietnam ifould be held during that afternoon in the Pace 
College auditorium, beginning at 2:00 PM. 

An SA of the FBI observed at City College of 
New York, 137 and Convent Avenue, Manhattan, Nev? York City, 
a picket line demonstration beginning at 8:30 AM. By 
10:30 AM, pickets were on four street comers in the vicinity 
of the campus. The maximum ntimber of pickets vras approx- 
imately fifty. From 12:00 noon to 2:i}.5 PM, speakers ■ 
addressed students in front ofothe library on Convent 
Avenue. Approximately two hundred students participated 
in this rally. Signs indicated that the rally was spon- 
sored by Students for a Democratic Society (SDS). The 
rally opposed the draft and the war in Vietnam. The 
principal speaker was Florynce Kennedy. 
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Florynoe Kennedy

SAS of the FBI observed a picket line demon- 
stration in the vicinity of Bernard Baruch School of 
Business, City College of Nevx York (CCNY), 233?d Street 
and Lexington Avenue , Manhattan, Nex^ York, from 11 :00 AM 
until 11:30 AM, vihen the demonstrators gathered on 23rd 
St-reet to hear several brief speeches in opposition to 
the United States policy in Vietnam., Speeches ended at 
approximately 1 :00 PM, and the group continued to picket 
until 2:15 PM, vrhen they dispersedo The demonstration 
appeared to be under the sponsorship of the Student _ 
Council, Bernard Baruch College o Approximately sixty 
individuals participatedo 

An SA of the FBI observed a picket line 
demonstration at the Manhattan Comiuunity College buildings 
located at 131}. West 51 3 1 Street, and 799 7th Avenue, 
New York Cityo Separate picket lines of approximately 
tx^enty-^five individuals marched from 9:15 AM to 3:30 PM, 
in the vicinity of the buildings o Signs carried by the 
demonstrators advertised the National Student Strike of 
April 26, 1968, and the Student Mobilization Committee to 
End 53he War in Vietnam* A group of eight counter demon- 
strators also picketed carrying a sign advocating "Victoiy 
in Vietnam" o 

An SA of the FBI observed approximately one- 
hundred high school and college age pickets at the Hunter 
College and High School, 68th Street and Lexington Avenue, 
New York City, from 7:1+5 AM until 1:00 PM. The pickets 
formed groups of approximately ten each and marched near 
the entrances of the school, Another group of approximately 
^-f ifty individuals marched in front of the school betv;een 
68th and 69th Streets on Lexington Avenue, The demonstrators 
carried anti-Vietnam vrar placards and distributed anti-vrar 
leaflets. Prom approximately 1:00 PM to 3*15 PM, a group 
of from one hundred fifty to two hundred held a rally at the 
69th Street entrance to the school. A number of speakers gave 
brief speeches opposing the v/ar in Vietnam and included 
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Robert Collier and Jose Stevens who were identified as 
representing the DCA. A speech was also given by Pedro 
Juan Rua identified as from the Movimiento Pro Independencia 
de Puerto Rico (MPIPR) . 

A characterization of MPIPR is attached hereto," 
An SA of the FBI observed a picket line demon- 
stration from 7:00 AM to 11:00 AM, at Brooklyn College, 
Campus Road, Brooklyn, Nevr York, at six locations near the 
campus including the school gates. There were approximately 
one-hundred demonstrators at these locations and they carried 
placards calling for peace in Vietnam and in opposition to 
racism. At the Brooklyn College Quadrangle, a demonstration 
of approximately three-hundred individuals took place from 
11:00 AM to 11:30 AM. Then a rally was held at the Quadrangle 
from 11:30 AM to l4.:00 PM, also devoted to opposition to the 
war and to racism* Approximately tvjelve -hundred individuals 
attended this rally including approximately seven-hundred . 
individuals from Madison High School, New Utrecht High School, 
Midwood High School, and Franklin D. Roosevelt High School, 
vrhich are located in the general vicinity of the Brooklyn 
College campus o Among the speakers at the rally was Brooklyn 
College President Syrett Speaks. There was a coimter 
demonstration of approximately forty individuals carrying 
American flags. By the time the anti'-war rally terminated 
at ij.:00 PM, there were only one-hundred students in attendance. 

SAS of the FBI observed a rally of approximately 
one-hundred fifty youths of high school age at Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn, New York, from 1:1+0 PM to 2:30- PM. Signs opposing 
the war in Vietnam were carried, however, the rally 
developed primarily into a debate between advocates of black 
power and those vjho opposed the advocates of black povzer. 
Many of the students "appeared disgusted with the trend of 
the rally and departed early. 

An SA of the FBI observed the demonstration at the 
Bronx campus of Hunter College from 9:30 AM until 11:30 AM. 
Approximately five-hundred individuals participated in the 
demonstration vjhich was on the street near* the campus. 
Approximately seventy-five counter demonstrators also picketed 
in the area and several scuffles occurred between the tv/o 
groups. The sponsors of the anti-war demonstration appeared 
to be the SMC. A leaflet was distributed which indicated' a 
"teach-out" would be held on the campus of Himter College, 
from 1:00 PM to L|.:00 PM. 
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An SA of the FBI observed a picket line^demon-- 
stration at the entrance to the Administration Building 
of New York University (NYU), Waverly Place, New York, from 
ap'proximately 10:00 AM to 12:00 noone The pickets chanted 
"We shall overcome", "Peace novx". The maximiim niimber of 
pickets were approximately sixty individuals « During the 
same time, approximately fifty individuals picketed the 
same Administration Building at the Washington Place entrance. 
At noon, both of these groups merged in V/ashington Square 
and a rally was held until ItkS PM* The speakers at the 
rally opposing the vzar in Vietnam supported the National 
Student Strike, and supported the sit-in demonstrations by 
students at Columbia University c The rally speakers also 
opposed racism and the rally included a short pantomine skit. 

An SA of the FBI observed a rally in the vicinity 
of Queens College, Kissena Boulevard, Queens, Nev; York, from 
12:00 noon to 2:30 PMo Approximately two-hundred fifty 
individuals of student age participated in tte rally* Speakers 
urged students not to attend classes on that date and students 
vjere observed at entrances to the "campus distributing anti- 
Vietnam war literature. 

An SA of the FBI observed approximately twenty- 
five students from John Bowne High School, Flushing, New 
York, conduct a picket line in front of the High School for 
approximately twenty minutes j, beginning at 10:15 AM. The 
picket line protested the vjar in Vietnam and racism in America. 

An SA of the FBI observed a picket line demon- 
stration conducted in the vicinity of George V/ashington High 
School, 192nd Street and Audabon Avenue, Manhattan, New York. 
The picketing began at approximately 7:30 AM and ended at 
11:30 AM when the pickets moved on to Amsterdam Avenue, in 
the vicinity of a sound truck, for a rally. Prom noon to 
1 :k,$ PM, a rally of approximately one-hundred was held on 
the street behind the high schools The speakers all condemned 
the United States policy in Vietnam and leaflets distributed 
demanded a halt to all bombing and withdravml of all American

An SA of the FBI observed approximately tv;o-h\andred 
fifty students cond-ict a picket line on the street in front of 
the Forest Hills Hi'gh School, 67--01 11 0th Street, Queens, 
New York, from approximately 9:00 AM until 1:00 PM. The picket 
line appeared to be sponsored by the High School SMC and the 
Forest^ Hills Students for Peace and Freedom. One student 
demonstrator . attempted to sit dovm in front of the flag pole — 
on the campus, but was removed by police and returned to the 
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picket linec It appeared as though classes were being 
disrupted at Forest Hills High School by the demonstrators.

On April 26, 1968, NY T-3 advised that at 10:50 AM, ' 
on that date, thirty-five students conducted a sit-in 
demonstration in the lobby of Namm Hall, City Community College, 
Brooklyn, Nevr York, The group was made up of students from 
City Coimnunity College, Long Island University (LIU) and 
Brooklyn Polytechnic, Institute. At 11:15AM, the sit- 
in demonstrators dispersed and walked to Klitgord Auditorium 
of City Community College and joined approximately two-hundred 
other students v;ho were conducting a rally and having 
entertainment, all of which opposed the war in Vietnam* Anti- 
V7ar skits vrere presented to the student group by a Nevr York

An SA of the FBI observed a picket line demon- - 
stration at V/a;gner College, 63I Hox-^-ard Avenue, Staten 
Island, New York, from 9:00 AM to 1:00 PMo Approximately 
seventy to one-hundred students conducted this picket line* 

An SA of the FBI observed approxitiFtely one-hundred 
students assemble in the vicinity of the College Mall, Staten 
Island Community College (SICC), Ocean Terrace, Staten Island, 
New York, at ^^^hich they heard speeches opposing the war in 
Vietnama Demonstrators indicated that a "teach-in" between 
faculty members and students, vrauld occur later in the day 
on the campus. It appeared as though only a limited 
number of classes were actually being conducted on that 
date* 

On April 26, I968, Chief of Police Seymour Parber, 
South Pallsburg, New York, Police Department, advised that 
approximately forty percent of the student *body boycotted 
classes at the Sullivan County Coxmtiunity College during 
April 26, 1968. A sit-in demonstration vras held in the 
Administration Building from 10:00 AM to 3:00 PM, Students 
\^ho participated in this cut classes School classes were 
not terminated during the day and the sit-in demonstration 
^^ras orderly with no incidents* The sit-in protested the vrar 
in Vietnam* 

On April 26, 1968, Neil Pagano, ^^Student Council 
President, Westchester Commupiity College, Vahalla, New York, 
advised that at the Westchester Community College, twenty 
students engaged in a peace demonstration by sitting on 
the grass on campus. The majority of the student body 
indicated they considered the activity ridiculous and a 
failure* The campi^ operated normally.

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Parades and Rally at Wevr York City 
' April 27, 1968 

On April n6, I968, "The Nev; York Times", page ^.6, 
. editorially criticized the administration of the City of 
New York, for permitting t\<70 parades to be held on Fifth 
Avenue during April 27, 1968j the Loyalty Day Parade, 
primari].y sponsored by Veterans of Foreign Wars, and the 
Anti-Vietnam V/ar Parade to be held in tvro columns do\m ' 
both sides of Central Park ending in a Central Park rally. 
The editorial noted Mayor John Lindsay would address the 
anti~war rally. 

The April 27, 1968 issue of "The Guardian", 
formerly known as "The National Guardian" (NG), page 5, 
included the following comments about the appearance of 
Mayor John- Lindsay: 

"The Vietnam War will be protested by mass 
demonstrations in at least 16. U.S. cities April 27, under 
sponsorship of the National Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam. 

"In New York City trouble developed early this 
week over inviting Mayor John Lindsay to speak at the rally 
in Central Park after the march sponsored by the Fifth 
Avenue Vietnam Peace Parade Committee. The Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Comr.iittee (SNCC) imsuediately canceled its plans 
to participate and is asking all black people to staya^ay. 

"SNCC explained its decision to withdraw by 
stating, in part: «We remain totally opposed to that vrar, 
but recognize that the v;ar in Vietnam is not the central 
is-sue. The issue which must be fought on all fronts is the 
presence of U.S. interests in Vietnam, Southeast Asia, Latin 
America, Africa and the black coimtiunities here. We can't 
help but wonder if Mayor Lindsay, as well as Senators McCarthy 
and Kennedy, would be opposed to the war if the U.S. ..were 
winning. . .They seek an end to the war so that they might more 
easily explore other means of continuing to exploit and 
oppress the people of Vietnam and the other colored peoples 
of the v7orld. • . 

"'With this rally the white antiv;ar movement shovrs 
its total irrelevance to black people. The war in Vietnam can 
only be stopped by defeating the enemy-as the North Vietnamese 
are doing. The white antiwar movement finds it much easier to 
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collaborate with the enemj^ He who collaborates with the 
enemy finds himself as the enemy', SNCC saido"

The "New York Post", of April l8, 1968, pagd 12, 
under the caption, "MrSc King will Join Peace March Here", 
reported that Mrs* Martin LuthO'r King, Jr. would participate 
in the April 2?, I968 anti-vxar parade and rally. 

"The Worker", an East Coast communist nev;spaper, 
of April 23, 1968, page 1, reported that Mrs. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. vjould be the "keynote" speaker at the rally in 
Central Park. The ai^ticle further stated: 

"Mayor John V. Lindsay and Manhattan Borough 
President Percy Sutton will also greet the gathering... 

"Michael Perber. the Harvard graduate student 
indicted with Dr. BenjaMn Spock and Yale Chaplain William 
Sloan Coffin for aiding young men to -resist the draft, will 
address the throng in the Sheep Meadovz. 

"other speakers include Dick Gregory, comedian and 
civil rights activist, Viveca Ludf ors , actress, Grsg Bradford, 
Vietnam veteran,, David Livingston, president of District 6$, 
WDSW, APL-CIO, and Ella Baker, a founding member 'of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference and the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. 

"Entertainment will be pix)vided by folk and topical 
singers, Pete Seeger, Phil Ochs, and Janis Ian. Other top 
entertainers are expected, according to the Fifth Avenue 
Vietnam Peace Parade Committee. The Committee is the coalition 
group sponsoring the demonstration."

John Lautner, former Chairman of the Nevr York 
State Reviev? Gomraission of the CP until expelled 
in January, 1950, identified Peter Seeger on 
December I3, 1954^ as a member of the CP who 
Lautner had known from 191+7 to 19i|.9. 

Seeger declined to answer questions before the 
House Comtiaittee on Un-^American Activities (HCUA) 
on July 25> 195^, resulting in an indictment 
in March of 195? by the Federal Grand Jury in the 
Southern District of New York charging contempt 
of Congress e He was found guilty in March, I96I, 
and.'sentenced to a year in prison in April of I96I, 
on each of the ten counts, sentence to run con- 
currently. In May, 1962, the Second Circuit Court 
of Appeals reversed the conviction of Seeger and 
dismissed the indictment on the g3?ounds that it 
, was defective and that it did not sufficiently 
set out the authority for the Congressional Committee *s 
inquiry. 

The following information was obtained through the 
observation of SAS of the FBI on April 2?, 1968, unless othervxise 
noted: 

A Loyalty Day Parade marched north on 5th Avenue, flew 
York City, from 3f4-th Street to 52nd Street, and east to 3rd Ave- 
nue, The parade began at 11:00 AM and ended at approximately 
12:25 PM, The New York Press and local- radio stations estimated 
6,000 had participated in this parade. No incidents or harassment 
of this parade was observed* 



'Ten Pays of ProW^t and Resistance W 
April':21-^30, 1968 

The Loyalty Day Parade vras revievjed by dignitaries 
including the Roman Catholic Archbishop of New York Terrence 
Cooke and United States Senator Jacob Ko Javits and New 
York City Mayor John Vo' Lindsay* During the course of 
this parade 5 Mayor Lindsay departed apparently to join 
the anti-war rally at Central Park and gx^oups in the Loyalty 
Parade exhibited strong vocal criticism of the Mayor* 

Approximately four to five-hundred individuals 
assembled in Washington Square Park^ Greenvrich Village, 
New York City, between 10:00 AM and 12:00 noon^ Signs 
carried indicated the group represented the United States 
Committee to Aid the National Liberation Front (NLP) , Youth 
Against War and Fascism (YAVJP), Veterans and Reservists 
Against the War in Vietnam {V&RE\^V), Pageant Players, and 
the African-American Liberation Front* Individuals in 
this group carried banners calling for a National Liberation 
Front victory in Vietnam^ At 12:15 PM, demonstrators broke 
into groups. One group attempted to leave the park in marching 
fashion from the north side exit« They were immediately 
stopped by a large group of uniformed members of the NYCPD. 
The police used a bullhom^ to announce to the group that no 
parade permit had been issued to the group for any march. 
They were also informed that Central Park v/as available for 
peace demonstrations on this date and that there march from 
Washington Square would be unlawful* This group then began 
to chant, "The streets belong tbothe people", and then began 
rushing the police barricades and the groups of uniformed 
police in an attempt to force an opening to hold their march. 
Both unif orraed and plainclothes police units immediately 
began making arrests. Numerous scuffles developed between 
the police and those being arrested. Approximately fifty 
individuals were arrested at this time and placed in patrol 
vjagons and police, department buses. The demonstrators v;ho 
remained in the park attempted to leave the park on the west 
side and to form a line of march at that point. A series 
of arrests were also made at this location. One group 
managed to get to k-th Street and 7th Avenue, in the vicinity 
of Charles Street, where they attempted to form, however, the 
police broke this group up and made several additional arrests. 
The remaining groups made plans to reassemble at Union Square, 
Nev/ York City, and to march to Central Park from Union Square, 
hovfever, a large group of police assembled at Union Square and 
apparently caused cancellation of the plans. Members of 
the group then announced they vrould reassemble at Columbus 
Circle, New York City, in an area southwest of Central Park, 
A ^ large group of uniformed police also blanketed Columbus 
Circle and the group was unable to assemble. The group, now 
largely depleted by arrests and drop-^outs, filtered into 
Central Park, and during the course of the mass anti-war rally 
at Sheep Meadow, apparently reorganized the remainder of 
their group -.o At 3:00 PM, they reassembled in a running 
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mob traveling south on 6th Avenue against the one V7ay traffic. 
Approximately thirty participatedo They unfurled a Vietcong 
flag and figures of Ho Chi Ming and Che Guevara. They stopped 
traffic and shouted numerous abuses and pro-Vietcong slogans 
at pedestrians in the area. They reached East 53i>d Street, 
but at ^ that point memt>er3 of the police department made 
approximately ten arrests and the remaining group dispersed. 

Characterizations of YAVJP and NLP are attached hereto^ 
The major anti-Vietnam war parade fed into Central 
Park for the scheduled rally by two columns of marching units « 
One column marched from* East 96th Street south on ^th Avenue 
and entered into Central Park at East 72nd Street proceeding 
to the Sheep Meadow area of the park. This column began its 
march at 12:10 PM, and reached Sheep Meadow at approximately 
1:30 PM. SAS of the FBI observing this column estimated the 
number of participants at approximately 22,000* No incidents 
or harassment of the marchers x>ras observed along this parade 
route o 

Eight counter pickets representing the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) were assembled on the curb of East 86th 
Street and ^th Avenue from x-^rhere they heckled marchers and 
exhibited signs such as "Zionism is Treason", and "Public 
Enemy Number One « Zionism"* 

A characterization of NRP is attached in 
the appendix.

The Harlem group.- assembled 
at V/est 1li.5th Street and Lenox Avenue, at 11:30 AM and 
paraded south on Lenox Avenue* to 110th Street and 7th Avenue. 
The Puerto Rican group from Spanish Harlem V7hich had commenced 
their march at 125th Street and Lexington Avenue, joined 
the Harlem group at this point. They jointly went west 
to Amsterdam Avenue, and then turned north to Columbia 
University at 11 6th Street and Amsterdam Avenue. Prom 
approximately 12:50 PM to 1:10 PM, four negro speakers 
addressed this group assembled in" the vicinity of the Columbia 
University campus. The speakers called for black people to 
support the striking Columbia students and to support their 
local black causes. At 1:10 PM, this group marched south 
via Columbus Avenue, and Central Park West, to the main 
Central Park West column which entered the park at 72nd Street, 
The total representation fr'om the Harlem and Spanish Harlem 
numbered approximately one-hundred fifty. The negroes 
in this group carried placards identifying themselves as 
representing^*Black Veterans for Peace in Vietnam^* and 
"Democratic Liberation Party of Jamaica, Nex^ York".

Diana Sands, described as an actress, read two

The crowd ^^ras next addressed by Earl Brown, v;ho 
x-ras identified as a senior at the Bronx High School of 
Science, Bronx, New York, and vrho represented the High 
School SMC. He stated that 225,000 high' school students 
had stayed out of school on April 26, 1968,; in opposition 
to the war in Vietnam, racism, and the draft. He claimed 
that the school system in this country is racist and is 
responsible in many vxays for the war in Vietnam. He 
claimed that high school students in the future will 
take over their classes to voice their grievances, 

Steve- Halliwell, identified from SDS, spoke to 
the crowd and gave an emotional report on what he considered 
the current conditions existing at Columbia University. 
He extended greetings from the students on strike, both ' 
black and white, and c3-aimed that a revolutionary cri'sis 
existed at Columbia and was a local prelude to a native 
style Vietnam, He claimed they had stopped the construction 
of a gymnasium and had convinced the faculty that ties 
with the Institute of Defense Analysis (IDA) should be 
broken, Halliwell claimed that Vietnam would be free, 
Harlem^would be free, and Columbia University would be free. 
He claimed that Columbia University had been used as a tool 
of imperialism and racism too long. Hallit-iell requested 
of the crowd that following the speeches, the entire group 
should assemble at 11 6th Street and Amsterdam Avenue and 
from there proceed to the spot on Columbia University campus 
where construction of the gymnasium had begun, with the 
purpose of filling in the holes of the proposed gymnasium.

In suroming up the rally, Dave Bellinger appealed 
for funds for the Fifth Avenue Peace Parade Committee which 
he stated V7as $1^,000.00 in debt. He also mentioned that 
a thirty man administrative committee held a meeting earlier 
in the v;eek and adopted a proposal which opposed the granting 
of emergency powers to Mayor John Lindsay in connection 
V7ith a New York anti-riot billc He also recommended that 
all t hose who wished, should proceed to Columbia University 
to express their solidarity with the strikers at the 
University, 

Just before the conclusion of the rally, Carol 
Hoffman, v;ho identified herself from YAV/F, told the crowd 
that she x^ras complaining about the treatment which her 
group had received earlier that day in the Washington Square 
area of New York City. She complained that the leaders of 
the "Anti-Imperialist March" were at that time in jail.

During the course of the rally, approximately two- 
hundred fifty youths assembled at. about 2:14.5 PM, in the form 
of a counter dem.onstration which advobated the support of . 
the "United States position in Vietnam. They sang patriotic 
songs and shouted ''Support Your local Police "> and '^Victory 
Now". They exhibited numerous American flags. The MYCPD 
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immediately isolated this group into the south section 
of Sheep Meadow v/here they continued their demonstration 
throughout the extent of the ant i- Vietnam x^ar rally. 

SAS of the FBI observed that during the afternoon 
of April 27, 1968, large numbersof participants and 
individuals vjho appeared to be unaffiliated visitors, 
to Central, Park,, left the area of the rally< When the 
formal program concluded/ the crovrd had diminished to^ 
approximately 3V.000. As the crov;d dispersed, approximately 
1,000 followed the suggestion of various speakers and 
headed from. Central Park in staggered marching groups 
apparently en route to Columbia Universityo This group 
was overhauled by the l^IYCPD at approximately West o3rd Street 
and Central Park Westc They were stopped from proceeding 
further and broken up into small groups by the Police 
Department* Approximately tv;enty arrests were made at 
this point and the crowd generally dispersed* 

Prom 5*30 PM to 7 -15 PM, an unorganized group 
of approximately tvro-hundred fifty vzere observed on the 
streets in the vicinity of the Columbia University campus. 
They were milling about and no organized demonstration \^as 
held. By 7:15 PM, this group had completely dispersed.

SAS of the FBI observed on April 27, 1968, an 
anti-Vietnam and anti-racism parade and rally held" at " 
New Paltz, New York, under the sponsorship of the Nevr 
Paltz Peace Council. It lasted from 1:00 PM to 3:00 PM, 
and approximately onerhundred forty persons attended. 
Anti-Vietnam and anti-racist speeches v;ere given. No 
incidents or arrests took place. 
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SAS of the FBI observed on April Zl , 1968, a 
rally at New City, Kevr York, from 3:00 PM to ii.:30 PM, 
sponsored by the Rockland Coiinty CoTnmittee to End the 
War in Vietnam, Approximately two-hundred fifty persons 
participated in this rally. The prograravjas devoted to 
speeches critical of United States position in Vietnam 
and it included a number of pleas for an end to racism 
in this country. A bystander, vxho vms harassing the rally, 
was arrested by the Clarkstovm, Nev; York Police Department.

"Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

"1. 'The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is an organization with headquarters xn 
New York, whose avowed purpose is to 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and discredit the FBI. -» * * 
The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties committee, established 
in 1951, although representing itself 
as a non-communist group, actually 
operates as a front for the communist 
• Party. It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of fujnds and legal aid, communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar, legal proceedings. One of its 
chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of volijminous commimist 
propaganda material . ' 

'PRANK WILKINSON was called as a witness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represent- 
ative of the Bnergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a communist Pa3ety member by a 
former FBI undercover agent within the Party. 
Summoned at that time to answer the allegation, 
his reply to all questions was, "I am ^^ 
answering no questions of this committee. 
This also became his stock reply to questions 
when he appeared during the Atlanta hearings. 
* * * WILKINSON has since been convicted of- 
contempt of Congress and sentenced to one year 
in Jail.

Order (IWO) , Page 6, contained an article vrhich reflected 
that the Emma Lazarus Division (ELD) of the JPFOv/as to 
hold its first national convention in New Yoi->k City oi?. 
November 15 and 16, 1947, after having been first established 
at a National Women's Conference called three years previously 
by the JPT^-O. 

"The Morning Freiheit" (MP) on January 25, 1951, 
contained a report of the National Convention of the ELD of 
the JPFO which' took place in Mew York City on January 20 
and 21, 1951. At this convention, it was noted that the ELD 
changed its name to Emma Lazarus Federation of Jewish 
Women's Clubs (ELF) and adopted a new constitution. 

On May 4-, 1966, a source advised that the ELF was 
recognized by" the Comnunist Party (CP) United States of America 
(USA) as an important national organization of women whose 
leadership was primarily made up of Comm.unists. The source 
stated the ELF was dedicated to Deace, in protecting the rights 
of foreign born, and against bomb testing, MeRro discrimination 
and the rearmament of West Germany. 

The source also stated the ELF renders su-oportto and 
receives support from the MF and other Jewish progressive 
organizations , 

The ELF National Office was moved and is nov located 
at 150 Fifth Avenue, Room 632, New York, New York. 

The IWO and JPFO have been designated 
pursuant to Executi.ve Order 10450.

press clubs; and to dravj in people who v^ere not members 
of the Communist Party, United States of America (CP, USA). 
The source stated that the basic purpose was to raise funds 
for '*The VJorker" and increase the circulation of that 
publication. Persons not members of the CP, USA, could be 
members of the nev? club, but leadership in the club was 
limited to members of the CP, USA, The name of the CPCEB 
was later changed to "Greater City Press Club" (GCPC) , 
which club became the successor of the GNYPC. 

The source continued that, in July, 1962, 
LOUIS WEIMSTOCK again becam.e General Manager of "The Worker" 
and the GCPC again became known as the "Greater New York Press 
Club" and was comm.only referred to as the Greater Mew York

The administrative committee of "L'Unita" , in March, 195o, 
approved a resolution and submitted it to the National 
Committee of the Communist Party approving the policies of 
that Committee. 

The source advised on May 15> 19^7 > that Post 
Office Box 45, Cooper Station, New York, New York 10003, is 
the mailing address of "L'Unita". 

The source said "L'Unita" used office space on 
the second floor of 130 East l6th Street, New York City, for 
their monthly meetings and certain other occasions. 

The California Committee on Un-American Activities, 
Report, 1948, page 225, describes "L'Unita del Popolo" as 
among the publications which the Committee found to be 
Comraunist initiated and controlled, or so strongly influenced 
as to be in the Stalin solar system". 

It is to be noted that "L'Unita del Popolo" 
ceased publication on July 10, 1954.

Coordinating Committee (SNCC) , headquartered at 350-362 
Nelson Street, S,W,, Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself 
as not being a membership organization, but rather an agency 
attempting to stimulate and foster the growth of local pro- 
test movements o SNCC x<?as born out of the sit-in movement 
which erupted across the South beginning on February 1, 1960. 
A conference at Raleigh, Horth Carolina, that Spring, brought 
together many of the demonstrating Southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October, 1960. 

A source has advised that in May, 1966, STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL was elected National Chairman by the Central 
Committee. In May, 1957, CARMICHAEL was replaced as Chairman 
by H, R/vpp BROWN, with CARMICHAEL assuming the position of 
Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In August, 196 7, at 
the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL participated in 
the Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference 
which was held in Havana, Cubao Subsequent thereto, CARMICHAEL 
traveled to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam., He 
returned to the United States in December, 196 7, at which 
time his passport V7as picked up because of travel to un- 
authorized countries. 

A source advised that when CARMICHAEL was elected 
Chaxrman of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of 
eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of 
H. RAP BROWN as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle 3jor human rights and to take a firm stand 
against violations of these rights by the American Government 
and to. strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft 
and to the United States inyolvem.ent in Vietnam. 

Literature distributed in February, 196 8, identifies- 
SNCC as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. It 
advocates that to be successful it is necessary to develop a 
revolutionary ideology and revolutionary program. 

On August 13, 196 7, while addressing a group in the 
VJatts area of Los Angeles, California, H. RAP BROWN said "You 
better shape up America, or we'll burn you down." Later in 
February, 195 8, in a publicized note BROVJN wrote, "Am.erica, if it 
takes my death to organize my people to revolt against you and to 
organize your jails to revolt against you and to"^organize your 
children, your God, your poor, your country, and to^or-ganize m.an- 
kind to rejoice in your destruction and ruin, then here's m.v life'.' 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) , as it is 
known today, came into being at a foundirip convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign -for _ 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university 'community, and pj?ovide 
for its complete control by' students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San 
Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS 
as a part of the "responsible left" which the Party has 
"going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention,^ 
an ant i- Communist proviso was removed from the SDS Constitution. 
In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notesy" the 
official publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that 
there are some Communists in SDS and they are welcome. The 
national headquarters of this organization as of April 18 j 
1967, was located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, 
Chicago, Illinois.
